Two Days ago, Capt. Bal- 
chion, and 150 of -his Men, were putathoar at Crook. 
haven; and laft Nighr, the faid Captain came to th’s 
Place. We haveno Account of the Shoram nor Speed- 
well Men of War fince the Firft Inftanct. ’Tis a fign the 
French wanted Provifions, otherwile they would not 
put our Men on fhoar. 

London, Nov. 18. The Kings of Pruffia, Denmark, 
and Poland, are refolv’d not to withdraw their Troops 
that are in tha Service of the Confederates.
